BRUSSELS, May 11.—By virtue of a letter 
ef introduction from Baron Moncheur, the 
ginister of the kingdom of Belgium at Wash-

Director General Buriet is an enthusiastic 
governmental railroad man, and one of the 
best’ techhical experts in Europe.

The 
state operates the railroads. How does that | 
harmonize with your views?’ 

“T do not beHeve the state should operate 


-- the railroads. I think it should have adopt-. 


ed the system we have followed in our rural 
lines. The government has simplified the 
railroad system here by bringing it all under 
one ownership, so that it can be operated as 
a whole. The state railroads in Belgium, 
as wotld be the case anywhere else, lack 
the real incentive for economical manage- 
ment, which is, of course, self-interest. An 
official here and another one there does the 
best he knows how to a good record, 
bit beyond that there ts ‘a failure under 
public operation to secure the greatest per=- 
centage of profits, and more particularly to 
avoid a high rate of expense, which is the 
one great aim under private ownership.

Bernstein was back into Lewt's 
saloon, closely followed by a crowd of ne- 
groes, ‘who attempted to strike him with 
clubs and stones.

The wounded man was taken to the base 
ment of the place, while the barroom and the 
street soon filled with negroes strugglin 
with the policernen, who had been called, anh 
crying for Bernstein. Riot calls were sent 
to the Twenty-second street and Cottage 
Grove avenue stations, and when two pa- 
trol wagons arrived many of the negroes fied.

Policeman Tinsley, fearing that the man 
would be killed, went to the street and said 
that he had died and that he wag to ‘he 
taken to an undertaker’s establishment.

RUSSIA MAY USE LUZON BAY. 


Said to Plan Defi-| 
ance of American 


WANTS HARBOR FOR COALIN G. 
Now at Hainan, with Cob 
liets Near Saigon. 
LONDON, May 22, 3 a. m.—Rojestvenaky

He says he has learned from a well ms 
formed Russian source that the rendezvous 
of Admiral Rojestvensky’s coaling feet is at 
one of the islands of the Baltintang cHannel, 
probably Babuyanclaro, upon which there is 
a lighthouse. This island is north of Luzon. 


| A Russian coaling fleet of twenty-seven ves- 


sels and three other steamers is supposed to 
be carrying ammunition, with sailing orders 
from Hamburg to receive instructions at 
‘Singapore as to their destination, 

This island.will be merely a point of ren- 
dezvous where the colliers will receive fur- 
ther instruction from Aamiral Rojestvensky | 
as to the particular harbor or bay where the” 
fleet will coal. This probably will be some- 
where on the coast of the island of Luzon, 
The Americans have only a few ships at.Ma- 
nila and nothing better than a first class 
cruiser. They are wholly inadequate for any- 
thing more than demonstration in event of 
coming up with the Russian fleet. 

From this informatiom it would seem that 
Admiral Rojestvensky’s intention is to con- 
tinue his route to the southeast of Formosa 
of passing Formosa strait. 


“FLEET IS AT HAINAN. | 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 

PARIS, May 21.—The following has. been 
communicated to the press by M. Thomson, 
minister of marine:. 

“ After its departure from Port D’Ayot, the 
Russian squadron went to Hainan island, 
where it anchored to take coal. On the night 
of May 19 or May 20a part of the, fleet, com- 
posed of eleven vessels, returned to the coast 
of Annam, cruised about for two hours, and 
then anchored off Port D’Ayot, outside ter- 
ritorial waters. 

“News of this fact was telegraphed to 
Saigon, reaching there about 8 o’ clock this 
morning.

He ed on a cruiser, bearing strict and 
precise instructions.”

Last Friday she went to a department store 
looking for more booty, but was disappoint- 
ed, as there was a baby in each carriage j 
along the sidewalk. After some study of the 
line she decided upon the. best looking 
equipage and wheels it away: with the in- 
fant within. 
| Decides to Kill Child. 

For a long time she deliberated as how to 
best get rid of. the baby, which she consid- 
ered only in the light of incriminating ev!i- 
dence. She thought of holding the ehitd and 
demanding a reward. 

So she wheeled the carriage and baby to 
the woods near her home three miles distant. 
Suddenly she realized she had a helpless babe 
on her hands, Here a melodramatic scene 
in the play, “Kidmaped in New York,” 
which she saw last week, occurred to her 
and she concluded that it would be the acme 
of romance to kill the child as hed the his- 
trionic villain. 

| Follows Stage Scene. 

Following out the stage scene closely, she 
stripped ali the clothing from the infant and, 
unheeding its cries, threw it over an em- 
hbankment. 

Death probably was instantaneous. Later 
the girl placed the body in a dry culvert and 
buried the clothing, so as to prevent identi- 
fication. | 

There was great excitement in the town 
over the loss of the child. Searching parties 
spent the following night scouring the neigh- 
borhood. For two days and nights she left 
the agonised parents in suspense. On Sat-| 
urday she announced that she had found the 
child. 

Owing to the peculiar position in which the 
body lay and the nature of the wounds, sus- 
picion immediately fell upon the Carr girl. 
She was taxed with the murder, and, after at 
first denying all knowledge of the crime, 
she finally weakened and confessed. She is 
held on the charge of murder.

Mave of May Spread 
‘Teamsters’ Strike to in-

The building industry of Chicago in all its 
branches and forms is threatened with ot 
ralysis within the present week by a spread of 
the strike to the lumber drivers. eg 

There are only 800 of the lumber teamsters, 
but so closely allied with them are several 
other unions of men engaged in hauling 
building material that a walkout of one, in 
all probability, will mean the walkout of all. 

Directly dependent upon the work of these 
teamsters is the employment of nearly 100,000 
men in the lumber yards, mills, and factories 
and on construction work. Every man may 
be forced into idleness by a strike of the 
teamsters., 


Both Sides Ready for Clash. 


With the present outlook this condition of 
stagnation is more than possible. Both em- 
ployers and drivers took steps yesterday to 
start the conflict. 

At a meeting in the Rector building in the 
morning the members of the United Associ- 
ation of Wood Industries unanimously. de- 
cided. to begin deliveries to boycotted con- 
cerns this morning at 7 @’clock. All drivers 
who refuse to comply with orders will be dis- 
charged. 

The gage of the fight was accepted by the 
lumber drivers at their meeting in Horan’'s 
hall, Halsted and Harrison streets.. A singid 
discharge, they decided, wi!] be the signal for 
a strike, and as fast as the firms lay off mea 
all drivers under their employ will we! out. 


Employers Act After Conference, 

The employers’ meeting was attended by 
fifty men, representing 117 firms in the As- 
sociation of Wood Industries. There also 
were representatives from the limestone and 
crushed stone concerns, who concurred in. 
the drastic action. Edward Hines, presi- 
dent of the association, presided. 

Mr. Hines laid before the meeting the ques- 
tion of acting on the ultimatum to the drivers 
issued on Saturday, and each branch of the 
organization was asked to report the amount 
of deliveries it stood-ready to make to. the 
boycotted houses. Each representative re- 
plied that it was the intention of his concern 
to act at once, even if nonunion men should 
have to be employed. Thereupon, the asso- 
clation voted to uphold to the letter inte 
terms of its ultimatum. | 

Affected Zone Is Wide... 

Every separate industry connected in any 
way with the manufacture or use of lumber 
or building material will come directly withia 
the affected zone. 

It is not believed the drivers’ strike will 
affect the wood industries or building cor- 
struction work generally at first. The first 
lumber firm to make deliveries will be con- 
fronted with a strike, and all customers de- 
petident upon the concern for supplies will 
suffer. If the walkout goes all along the 
line, as it threatens to do, the lumber yards 
of Chicago will be tied up.

Face Shortage of Supplies. 
- The planing milis, the sash and door fac- 
tories, the box factories) and kindred plants 
also wili face a shortage of lumber supplies, 
which may necessitate the closing down of 
many of them.

A more important consequence of the team- 
sters’ strike than this, however, is that which 
is threatening the building industry. In the 
height of the season a tieup in construction 
work would cause the loss of millions of 
dollars, which never could be regained. 

Rumors of a sympathetic strike of the 
75,000 building trades workmen in Chicago 
are said to be unfounded, but a walkout of 
teamsters connected with the industry would 
tend, according to building contractors, | to 
enforce the idleness of these men. ! 


May Tie Up Every Building. _ 

“It may seem exaggeration,” said an of- 
ficer of the Building Contractors’ council 
last night, “* but there is a possibility that 
every building In Chicago wfil be tied up 
before the teamsters’ strike is over. In the 
first place. if the lumber drivers strike, it 
will be impossible to deliver lumber to the 
thousands of bulldings in course of construc- 
tion in Chicago. There are not enough po- 
licemen or deputy sheriffs to guard the wag- 
ons, which: would have to go all over the 
city. Again, other building material, it is 
probable, will be unobtainable, for the sand 
and cement teamstere and the brick, tile, 
and terra cotta drivers are in the same poni- 
tion as the lumber drivers.”

Hines Says Test Comes Today. | 

““ Tomorrow will bring the test in this 
strike,” said Mr. Hines last night. “As de- 
cided at our meeting today, every firm in our 
association will order deliveries to the struck 
ho tomorrow. Any driver that refuses 
will be summarily discharged and another 
hired in his place. If the teamsters should 
strike it will mean the spread of the strike to 
2,400 drivers in our direct employ. But, more 
than that, it will tie up all the buildigg opera- 
tions tn town, the factories where building 
materials are made, and the lumber yards.” 

Many Buildings Being Erected. 

There is a vast amount of building going on 
in Chicago now and a tieup would throw 
many thousands of men into idieness. Not 
only are several big projects in the downtown 
district under way, but there are more reesi- 
dences and factories under construction than 
for several years past. 

It is possible that building in the down- 
town district can be continued without inter- 
ruption by the use of the tunnels, but out- 
side that district nondelivery of lumber by 
teamsters would stop work. This would 
affect carpenters first, but soon all the other 
building trades would find themselves with- 
out work. 

Such a tieup cannot be brought about at 
once, but it would result gradually, as mem- 
bers of various teaming unions joined ” 
strikers.

. OUNT CHRISTIAN TATTENBACH, 
German minister at Lésbon, and whose

stincts, ideals, customs, and traditions be- 
queathed to them by centuries through an 
incalculable “succession of ancestors. 

But Gen. Leonard Wood is making distinct 
progress in his particular line of benevolent 
assimilation, for while it cannot be truly said 
that he is converting the Moros to our ways 
he is distinctly and permanently curing them 
of ‘their own. He inaugurated his work in 
Jolo by killing several hundreds of them out- 
right, and only a few days ago he adminis- 
tered the happy dispatch to 300 more.

while these rural routes are being extended 
in every direction every, year, and applica- 
tions for concessions come in with such 
rapidity it is difficult for the bureau to make 
the necessary examination. The) result is 
that within a few years at the utmost there 
will be many more miles of these small 
roads, some of them of standard gauge, than 
of the regular trunk lines. 

In looking into the financial operations 
of these rural roads I have found that the 
total capital invested up to the end of last 
year was $39,366,000. Of this it fs found 
that the state contributed 39.8 per cent, the 
provinces 28.4 per cent, and the communes 
30.1 per cent, Besides this, private in- 
dividuals furnished 1.7 per cent. It is cus- 
tomary nowadays for the state to chip in 
half of the cost of building the line. In the 
earlier years, however, its proportion was 
much less, so that the general average of 
all the roads as I have given it is consider- 
ably less than the average of recent years. 

There are local conditions which affect the | 
amount of capital invested. In some cases 
the line is of more general benefit to the 
proyince as a whole than to the commune, 
a>d in other cases the reverse is true. It 
is customary to adjust this by arbitration 
cr otherwise, but as a rule the personal in- 
interest, whether of a commune or a province, | 
is only too glad to supply the extra capital

Williamstown, Mass., May 21.—[{Special. ]— 
Five former college girls on a tramp of 200 
miles from New York to Bennington, Vt., 
arrived here today. Théy are the Misses 
Helen and Alice Fox and Caroline Floyd, 
recent graduates of Vassar and Amy and 
Gertrude Marshall, alumne of Wellesley. 
With knapsacks over their shoulders, blue 
walking skirts, and red and white sweaters 
they presented a picturesque appearance.

General Condition of Growing Plant 
im Winter Wheat Belt Seems Fa- 
vorable, hut High Cash Premiums 
and Small stocks, Which Are Rap- 
idly Diminishing, Make the Post- 
tion of the July Short a T 
One—In Other Pits.

' Phere were several exciting incidents in 
the speculative trade of the week, however,

the July price from the beginning of the 
week, A convention of Oklahoma grain

| and they sent a rapid fire of messages alicg- 
ing serious crop deterioration in that terri- 
‘tory and in southern Kanesas, which, with 
a little Judicious dissemination and bull ef- 
fort in the pit, started a runaway advande 
of 8%c, on which shorts covered frantically.

“Foreigners for the first time in two or 
three years have been good buyers of Sep- 
tember wheat since the market has been 
around 80c,"’ says J. F. Jackson. ‘‘ This can 
be easily accounted for from the fact that 80c 
wheat in Chicago means 65c wheat in Kan- 
sas, and with foreign markets well up around 
the doliar mark there is a big shipping diff- 
erence, The combined exports from America, 
Argentina, and Australia this week are only 
8,600,000 bu, or about the amount that the 
Argentine was shipping nearly two weeks 
ago. Burope has got to come to America 
for wheat ths year, and we believe that that 
is the foundation on which wheat should be 
bought on every weak spot in this market.”’ 


“ We can expect a big crop of oats and 
barley this year in this neighborhood,” says a 
letter from Florence, Ifl., to Armour, “ The 
wet, cold weather was beneficial to the 
growing grain. The grain sprouted well in 
the ground and consequently we will have a 
heavy stand of grain, short straw, but large 
heads,’ We had just enough rain to keep 
the sofl moist for awhile. The first planted 
corn is up nicely with good stand. That 
which ‘is planted this week will soon come 
up. The soil is wet, but warm enough to 
make ¢orn grow.” 

Broomhall estimates the world’s shipments 
for this week at 8,800,000 bu, against 9,154,- 
000 shipped last week.

FOR THE PEOPLE} 


Moffat Surprises the 
Presbyterian General 
Assembly. 


URGES THE SHORTER FORM | 


Indorses the Nassau Overture and 
Plans for a Service 
Ritual. 


Winona Lake, Ind., May 21.—[Special.}— 
"More than 4,000 people, including the 700 
commissioners to.the Presbyterian general 
assembly, today heard the annual sermon by 
the new moderator. the Rev. Dr. James D. 
Moffat, president of Washington and Jeffer- 
son college. He was assisted in the services 
by the Rev. Dr. William Henry Roberts of 
Philadelphia, the Rev. Dr. Robert McKenzie 
of New York, the Rev. Dr. Solomon C. Dickey 
of: Indianapolis, and the Rev. Dr. John F. 
Hendy of St. Joseph, Mo. 

Moderator Moffat kept his immense con- 
gregation wide awake as he grew eloquent 
on “The Lessons from the Life-of John 
Knox.” There was a decided sensation when 


> Dr. Moffat indirectly discussed the “‘ Nassau 


overture;"’ which asks the assembly to make 
“the brief statement the creed of the 
church.’ The moderator said: 

“* John Knox formed a creed at the com- 
mand.of parliament and within four days, 
with the help of others, made public the 
creed. It expressed his abhorrence of the 
superstitions then prevalent throughout 
Burope and especially in his own beloved 
land, but it was adapted to the people rather 
than to the theological seminaries. It was 
a creed that could be read by the common 
people and appreciated by them. It an- 
swered its purpose for a hundred years be- 
fore was superseded by the Westminster 
confession of faith. 


Favors Shorter Creed. 


“ Sometimes comparison is drawn between 
other creeds and the Westminster confession 
of faith. Sometimes we hear a demand inone 
day fora more popular creed, a shorter creed, 
a@ creed better adapted to the understanding 


* of the common people,.a creed that can be 


used for evangelistic purposes. 

“Well, let us have it. Well, have you 
mot got it .in our own brief statement? 
But the animating spirit that led a general 

assembly to adopt that creed statement 
with practical unanimity was the same feel- 
ing which animated John Knox when he 
felt he must formulate a creed for the com- 
mon people. 

“This does not mean that one creed can 
take the place of the other. A larger creed, 
@& nonphilosophical creed, a more metaphys- 
feal creed has its important place, and we 
still need, and the world needs, a creed for 
the theological seminaries; but in all ages 


/our great creed makers have felt the ne- 


cessity of something briefer, and 
and more evangelistic in its tone. 


Need of a Modern Creed. 


* @yen John Knox did not like the first creed 
he prepared and he prepared a briefer one, 
anda we have felt the same and we will some 


time come to feel the need of a creed adapted 


to the circumstances of the day and capable 
of use in bringing men to Christ and warn- 
ing the common people against the errors of 
the daily newspapers.”’ 

This is what the Nassau overture asks, and 
the commissioners from that presbytery now 
fee] encotiraged to believe that their overture 
will be considered. Vice Moderator Harlan 
approves its request.

TYPHUS GERMS SCARCE NOW. 
Marked Benefit of Drainage Channel Is 


Shown in Bulletin of the Health 
Department, 


Wtih a population of nearly 2,000,000 Chi- 
cago had but one death from typhoid fever 
last week. The great decrease of typhoid 
fever in Chicago in recent years is attributed 
by the health department to the improvement 
im the water supply since the drainage chan- 
nel Was completed. 

There were seventy deaths last week from 
pneumonia, Ofty-eight from consumption, 
and fifty-three from heart diseases. The 
ratio of pneumonia deaths to deaths from 
all causes is 18 per cent less and of consump- 
tion 17 per cent higher than last season. 

For the period from Oct. 30, 1904, to May 
20, 1906, Chicago's consumption death rate 
is 3.3 per cent, and its pneumonia rate is 4.2 
per cent higher than New York. But New 
York's general death rate—19.44 per thousand 
of the estimated population—is 38.1 per cent 
higher than Chicago's 14.07 per thousand.
